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The Ministry of Foreign Affairs presents its compliments to the Embassy 
of the United States of America and has the honour to refer to the 
Embassy's Note No. 151 of April 22, 1998, which reads as follows: 

"The Embassy of the United States of America presents its 
compliments to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, and has the honour 
to refer to the Land Lease and Purchase Agreement signed by the 
Governments of the State of Israel and the United States of America 
on January 18, 1989, as extended. 

The Embassy has the honor to propose that the Land Lease and 
Purchase Agreement be amended, pursuant to Article 11.6, by 
extending the time for making an identification of the Tel Aviv site 
until January 18, 1999. If this proposal is acceptable to the 
Government of the State of Israel, this note and the Ministry's note 
in reply to that effect shall constitute an agreement between the 
Government of the state of Israel and the Government of the United 
States of America, which shall enter into force on the date of the 
Ministry's note in reply, with effect from January 18, 1990." 

The Ministry of Foreign Affairs has the honour to inform the Embassy 
that the above proposal is acceptable to the Government of Israel and 
the Government of Israel agrees that the Embassy's Note and this reply 
will constitute and agreement between the two governments on this 
subject. 

This Agreement will enter into force on receipt of this Note, with 
effect from January 18, 1998. 

The Ministry of Foreign Affairs avails itself of this opportunity to 
renew to the Embassy of the United States of America the assurances of 
its higha&t consideration.
